Cennty Ceauahsloners Adopt Besvlu- 
'tlon Asking That Candidates for 

Sheriff .\grce to Arc«'pt 
As Full Conipensatlon. 

At the regular monthly meeting of 
the Mason County I'''isral Court Tiiea- 
day morning at the court house, Com- 
missioner Key offered the following 
resolution which was adopted: 
Section 4168, Kentucky Statutes 
relative to commissions allowed sher- 
iff for the collection of taxes is not 
plain as to the maximum amount al- 
lowed for deputies and alnee this sec- 
tion can readily be misconstrued, this 
board feel it tbelr duty In the, protec- 
tion ot tbe tax payers' Interelft, to 
recommend that a committee ot tax 
payers of this county present a con- 
tract of agreement to the various can- 
didates for sheriff of this county for 
tlie four-year term beginning January 
1st, lOL'L', tliat each (U' thoni will agree 
to accept the ma.tiinum amount (?5,- 
000.00) allowed the sheriff under sec- 
tion 4168 Ot Kentucky statutes and the 
additional amount of $3,000.00 (or re- 
muneration of two deputies, which Is 
a libera] allowance tor the operation 
ot tbe office. We recommend further 
that a record of aU< fees allowed the 
sheriffs to be kept and that said fees 
shall be Included in the maximum 
amount of s.ilary allowett the sheriff 
and his deinitles. 

At present the coniniissions for col- 
lection of taxes in Mason county, 
amount to an amount between $11,- 
000.00 and $12,000.00 per year with 
probably $2,000 additional for fees of 
the office; and we do not think the 
legislatnre of this state Intends that 
t^e sheriff of a county like MasoiT 
should receive a salary in excess of 
the Ctovemor of tbe State, or Con 
gressman and Senators In tbe Federa i 
Qovernment or even a Justice ot the 
Snoreme Court of the United States, 

We further recommend to our next 
Representative in the Legislature to 
advocate a change in the law, creating 
the olTlce of tax collector for tho col 
lection of taxes In the various conn 
ties Instead of the sheriff performing 
those duties, at a salary not to exceed 
$3,500 per year and an allowance ot 
$1,000 tor office belp— and that tbe 
sheriff shall ahM be pnt on a salary 
basis. 

'At present about $1.00 of eaoh $12 00 
In taxes paid, goes to two officials In 

reason county — Sheriff and Tax Com 
miesioner. and since the general tilt 
paying puldic are pnyinc tihtp taxes 
now than tliey ran afford, the I-eslsla- 
tlve branch of the state should make 
every possible effort to curtail salar- 
ies commensnrtte wUk the aervlrc 
r^dered.

WAE DEBTS AND LIBEETY BONDS. 

It wiis uiu.ni. iiilly anaouaoed afUr the conferpnee wliich the 
Preoident lield the other 4^y wHh aome of the most prominent and 
powerful finaneien of the Eaat, that the administration bus tmia 
lively proposo.l that the huge debts whic*h the Alliee owe thi» gov 
omment be eoiiverted into bonds to be taken l)y the American m- 
veator in the place of Liberty Honds, Tbis, aceordintf to the advo- 
cates of the plan, will accomplish several v. ry desirable ends. It will, 
by placing those obligations of the fon iKii ({ovemmenti in the hands 
of private investors, strengthen their sense of obliKution and coiiipel 
them, in order to protect their credit, to meet the interest charges 
promptly. Under the present conditions, the sums beinl? due to the 
United States Treasury. I lie ti'oliiif.' e xists iiinmit; tlie Allies in spite 
of all that can be said, that somehow the loans were made for our own 
benefit and protection, and that this government is disposed to give 
them preferential treatment and await their eonvenienee. 

In the second place, such an urraugement would at once free the 
Treasury of a load of something like' a billion dollars a year interest 
on Liberty Bonds, this Imrdiii beinfr shifted to the varinus foreifrii 
.1 powers -whose bonds would be. substituted for Liberties. The onl.v 
\jfX ' alternative to this course seems to be the issuance of more bonds and 
vhe continued eolli'etioii of liii<,'e sums in taxi's. The cost of govern- 
ntent is uow from fivf to six billion dollars annually. Within a period 
of two and a half years obligations of the Treasury in the sum of sev 
enteen billion dollars will niiituir. 

It is, however, very douhtfui whether such a |)lan will he aeeept- 
ikble to American inveators. Certainly it will not be unless our own 
government Ruarantoes both Ihc interest and the prineipal of the debt 
There is also the question of our ability, in the present circuni- 
Btances to absorb such vast sums, and the effect of making foreign in- 
vestments of s)icli staj,'^'erinfr totals when the eonntry needs money 
for railroad rehabilitation and industrial, afjrieultnral and develop- 
ment projeota. 

If the entire debt of some eleven billion dollars were converted 
into long-time obligations and sold in the form of bonds to Ameriean 
purchasers at once, the eflfecf, if it could be aeeoraplished. would be 
calamitous upon ourselves. On the other hand, if the bonds were of 
several issues, scattered over a period of years, the offering price 
would have to be made more attraetive eaeb time, and prospective in- 
vestors would naturally wait on the later issues- 

However, men like Mr. Mellon. Mr. Hoover and the President 
himself, seem to feel that such a plan is worth diseussiu};. The bij: 
bankers called into conference have not felt justified at this sta<re 
in making any official observations.

Htatlon In aiiijih; tiiiiu to 
iillow tiK.'iii lo hiTomn realeil ;iiul cool 
hrforp loiolliiK after which they iiiiiy 
li" loMilcd iiiio cars that are clean ainl 
iicdileil with sand, clay or earth. The 
beddliii! and Interior of the oar ahould 
bo thoroughly dMpened before the 
car Is loaded Feeding the animals a 
heavy feed of grain before they are 
■hipped reanlts in more bo(ly heat be- 
ing generated. 

The stock to be shipped should be 
loMdrd not more than one hour before 
tlie iiain Ib to depart and should be 
loaded simvis ;ind carefully, care !»■ 
ini,' taken to avoid excllUiB or hruls- 
iiiK llie aiiiniais. Not more than U.niKi 
liouncis of fat bo^s should be iilaceil in 
one car but 16.0no pounds of stock 
hogs may be placed In a standard 36- 
loot car during war weather. Water 
applied to the bedding In the. car at 
avalUble polnta will be found help- 
ful In preventing thL^anlmals from 
becoming overheated, ^ce should be 
used on the floor cf the car whenever 
possible. Care ihould be taken to see 
that water Is not thrown directly on 
the hogs after they Become heated. In- 
stead it should bo run on the floor of 
the car under the hogs.

"Coal tar is the most important 
basic material i nlhe chemical worlil. 
In my own district for many years 
countless tons ol coal tar from the 
old-style beehive coke ovens were 
wasted. Then it was discovered to be 
one of the most valuable products In 
the world. 

".Now, in the new ovena it la behig 
conserved and used for a thousand 
uses. Coal tar is the essence of the 
forests of by-gone years. It is one of 
the strategic products for war and 
peace. II wounds and heals It sup- 
plies both munitions and medicines. 

"Every tone of coal produces 120 
pounds of tar. Out of the tar come 10 
crude oils, which are converted Into 
.100 secondary products or 'Intermedi- 
ates.' Throngh comMaatlona of 
chemioal etamsata siany 
prodoets are posalMe. There are to- 
day at Met a tl iensaid separate 4rm 
prodnoed tnt Ml tar. 

"The entire business has been domi- 
nated by Oermany. The man who first 
made a dye from coal tar was an Bic- 
llsh chemist.
